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| GENTS are only to recommend children who are entitled to memberſhip 
in the ſociety : they are to diſcourage ſuch being ſent hither whoſe parents 
are well able to ſend them to other boarding ſchools. | 
No children are to be admitted younger than eight years of age, and none to 
remain in the houſe after they are fourteen years of age. | 


When admiſſion for a child 1s wanted, application muſt be made to one of the 
agerits appointed by a Quarterly Meeting, who muſt fill up a printed recommenda- 
tion, and fend it to John Ady, in London; and when informed by him of a vacan- 

cy, the agent muſt remit eight guineas to John Chorley, es: 


Every child is to be examined by a medical perſon, whoſe certificate of his or 
her being in health, and free from ſores or infectious diſorders, muſt be ſent with 
the child to the ſchool. | 


The children are to bring with them the following articles of clothing, and the 
like quantity will be returned when they leave the ſchool, viz.

Friends are not limited with reſpect to the quantity to be ſent with them ; 
but there muſt not be leſs than is above deſcribed; the houſe engaging to 
return no more than the kind and quantities ſpecified, | 


It is defired that the clothing ſent with the children may be ſtrong and ſubſtantial, 
as fuch will be returned; alſo, that the ſeveral articles may be marked with the 
number of their bills of admittance : remnants of cloth, ſtuff, linings, &c. the 
ſame as the clothes ſent with the children, will be acceptable to repair them. No 
waſhing gowns or waiſtcoats will be received. 


It is thought proper, to prevent any diſtinction in this ſchool, that no parents 
or friends of children ſhall ſend any clothing after their firſt admittance. 
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In conſideration of the expence of conveying children to and from remote 

arts, an allowance of two-pence for every mile, exceeding fifty miles, will be 
paid by the "Treaſurer, on receiving the child at Ackworth, or he will give an 
order to John Chorley for payment thereof: in caſe the child ſtays two years in 
the ſchool, the ſame allowance will be made on 1ts return, but not otherwiſe. 


© allowance for children from Scotland to be twenty ſhillings each, in lieu 
of the two-pence per mile, and the ſame on their return, No allowance will be 


made for a child's conveyance a ſecond time. 


The pocket-money ſent with children muſt be depoſited in the hands of the 
ſchool-maſter or miſtreſs, and given to them in ſums not exceeding one penny per 
week, 


No parents or friends are to take any of the ſcholars out of the bounds of theſe 
premiſes, when they come to vilit them. | 


Letters ſent to the children, or, on their account, by their friends, to agents or 
the treaſurer, to be poſt- paid. | 


When children are to be continued in the ſchool beyond the time they are en- 
titled to by the bills of admittance, eight guineas muſt be ſent to the treaſurer, or 
to John Chorley, at leaſt one month before the time expires. 


It is agreed that the treaſurer, or John Ady, ſhall in future ſend notice to the 
agents, fix weeks before the expiration of the year for which any child is in the 
houſe, deſiring to know, as ſoon as may be, if it be intended that ſuch child ſhall 
continue, and that in caſe an anſwer be not received to ſuch notice in four weeks, 
the child ſhall be diſcharged at the end of ſuch year. | 


Fourteen days notice muſt be given, previous to the taking away any child} other-- 
wiſe the inſtitution is not to be accountable for the condition of the clothing; and 
no child muſt be brought, or taken away, on the firſt day of the week. 


In order that the good effects of education at this ſchool may as much as poſſible 
be preſerved, it is recommended to parents and others concerned for the children 
for whom places are wanted, to give ſix months notice to the treaſurer at Ack- 
worth, that their names may be entered in a book for that purpoſe. 


Such children whoſe year ſhall expire between the ages of thirteen and fourteen, 
for whom proper places are not provided, may continue one, two, or three quar- 
ters of a year, at the uſual rate, provided they do not ſtay after the age of four- 
teen ; the amount of the charge for the ſaid one, two, or three quarters of a year, 
muſt be previouſly remitted to John Chorley, in London, or to the treaſurer at 


Ackworth, 


Children are to be taken away within one week after the expiration of the bills 
of admittance, but if any ſtay that time, or longer, five ſhillings per week is to be 
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For every child who takes the ſmall-pox in the natural way, or by inoculation, 
one guinea ſhall be paid to the inſtitution ; and in caſe any children die of that 
or any other diſorder in the ſchool, the treaſurer may return two guineas for each 
whole quarter unexpired, deducting one guinea for expenſes of the funeral. 


The agent is to deliver a copy of theſe inſtructions, when application is made 
for admittance, and alſo to the parents or friends of the children now in the ſchool, 
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
